As this celebrated case mov es 
into the phase of attempting to 
affect the death sentence the jury 
recommended, 
it 
is interesting 
to note what the Illinois Bar As­ 
sociation recently said about the 
matter of a person pleading in­ 
sanity in a criminal case. 
In Speck's case, so far. the 
rourt determined his mental con­ 
dition was such he was competent 
to stand trial. 
The question of his mental 
condition at the time of the 
commission of the mass mur­ 
ders has not been raised. 
If a person accused of a crime 
ènters a plea of not guilty by rea­ 
son of insanity, the burden of 
prov ing that the defendant was 
sane in the eyes of the law at the 
time of the crime falls upon the 
prosecution, that is, the state. 
According to the bar associa­ 
tion, in order to show that a de­ 
fendant was of sound mind, the 
state must prov e beyond a reas­ 
onable doubt that (1) at the time 
Of the crime he was capable of 
understanding that the acts he 
committed 
were 
criminal 
acts 
and (2) he was in control of his 
action and capable of conforming 
to lawful behav ior. 
The question of a person’s men­ 
tal condition may arise at two 
times in a criminal case. 
First, if the accused is to stand 
trial, he must be mentally com­ 
petent—he must be capable of 
cooperating with his attorney and 
capable of understanding the na 
ture of the charges against him. 
Any question of competency must 
be settled at a pre-trial sanity 
hearing. 
If, at the sanity hearing, the 
accused is found incompetent, the 
trial is postponed and the accused 
Is placed in a mental institution 
until such time as he might re­ 
gain his competency. 
If the defendant is found to 
be competent, he must stand 
trial. In the trial, the state of­ 
fers ev idence to show that a 
crime was committed and the 
accused 
was

wou ld be better treated in their 
own 
homes, 
with 
occasional 
brief 
therapy 
in 
commu nity 
centers.” 
Mendel testified before a state 
assembly 
su bcommittee 
on 
mental health serv ices, which 
last 
December 
reported 
that 
cu rrent practices in committing 
patients to stale mental hospi­ 
tals infringe u pon civ il liberties 
and u rged a tightening of proce­ 
du res. 
Major Actions 
The report was followed by 
these major actions: 
1. State Assembly man John 
Bu rton of San Francisco intro­ 
du ced a bill limiting committals | 
to persons fou nd to be danger­ 
ou s to themselv es or others.

Prev iou sly Accepted Ev ery one 
“ In contrast with the old day s 
when we accepted ev ery one who 
was brou ght to Cou nty Hospital 
by relativ es or police or who 
applied

admission

selv es, we now admit only 35 to 
40 per cent of the 1.500 a month 
who come to ou r doors. We find 
the others can be treated at 
home.

Ev en those few cases shou ld not 
be in mental institu tions — they 
shou ld be treated with dru gs at 
home or in medical, not psy chi­ 
atric, wards.

patient into a psy chiatric hospi­ 
tal fu rther complicates lu s di­ 
sorganization and in no way 
prepares him for resu ming his 
life in the commu nity . 


“ Hospitals 
are 
pnmarly 
a 
conv enience for the phy sician 
who chooses to organize his life 
in su ch a way that he finds it 
u sefu l and efficient to collect 
patients in one place where they 
await his treatment. 


Interferes With Trea tment 
“ We persist in conceptu alizing 
the psy chiatric treatment v enter 
as a hospital, we continu e to 
staff it 
with 
nu rses and 
we 
bu dget and bu ild in the tradition 
of hospitals. Su ch an approach 
interferes with the treatment of 


patient« ; who are behav iorallv 
disorganized and mentally ill. 


“ No mental patient has ev er 
gotten well in a hospital. It

Rob ert Ruark said the b est wild animal hunter 
Is scared enough to b e cautious b ut b rave enough 
to control his fear. That’s prob ab ly what we need 
in judging the b usiness outlook. 
Take, first, the facts — then get into the im ­ 
ponderab les. 
The recession has b egun. It’s self-serving non­ 
sense for Washington to talk ab out “avoiding a re­ 
cession." Washington talks as if 
there were no recession, b ut its 
actions say there is. 
The March economic index es 
confirm what you could b egin to 
see ahead as early as last sum­ 
mer or fall. 
These yardsticks involve rail­ 
road and truck loadings, inter­ 
city traffic, steel production, au­ 
tomotive 
output, 
appliance de-

mand. residential and other construction capital 
investment, profits, wholesale prices, new b usiness 
formations, b usiness failure, etc. 
Those advance b arom eters have b een weaken­ 
ing ever since the first quarter of 1906. This is more 
than a year in that weakening. And since mid- 
Decemb er all — all — have gone into a downtrend. 
Although the Federal Reserve Board Index of 
Industrial Production also dropped. the totaJ inven­ 
tories have b een accumulating. You could project 
the b uildup, seasonab ly adjusted to reach ab out 
$16-17 b illion b y the fourth quarter of 1967. By any 
yardstick that b urden is unsustainab le. 
The indicated answer is that production will 
b e cut further to at least b elow the flow of incom­ 
ing orders — whatever they may b e —- and that the 
overb urdening inventories mean future cuts in 
prices, too. 
There is always a time lag in the m atter of 
cause and effect, and also in the final official fig­ 
ures, b ut the Departm ent of Commerce reports that 
Americans went $93 b illion deeper in the red in 
1165. We cam e out of the year with pub lic and 
private deb ts at a record $1 trillion 268 b illion. 
Corporations owned $446 b illion, individuals and 
uninco rpo ra ted b usinesses owed $460 b illion. Fed­ 
era l, state and local government deb t totaled $362 
billio n. States, cities and pub lic authorities in­ 
crea sed the people’s deb ts so feverishly that their 
ba nd sales increased more than $11 b illion, a $700 
millio n increase over the previous year. 


Now. there’s a fundamental b ut widely un- 
revealed difference b etween corporate or private 
deb t and “ pub lic deb ts" — a secret which could 
toss many politicians out of office as clean as the 
swipe of a leopard's paw if they allowed the pub lic 
to know it. 
Private deb t is a privilege, not a right. Pub lic 
credit is a right, not a privilege. Thus private deb t 
must meet certain repaym ent standards which lim­ 
it it. Pub lic deb t need only in* voted and voted and 
voted. And we private citizens must pay it. 
Moreover, b ow much government overspending 
and deb t we can stand is the great standing ques­ 
tion. For it is utterly ridiculous to deny the rela­ 
tion b etween the government always spending b e­ 
yond income and inflation (air forced into the b al­ 
loon) and b ust. 
Either the politicians know their system is up­ 
side down, or they don’t know this b ecause they 
are upside down with it; or else it’s a politically 
sm art way of turning us all into revolving mice 
who are not going any place anyway. 
The recession question largely hinges now on 
whether there will b e a turn in the spending pat­ 
tern in the remaining disposab le income — one of 
the prime imponderab les. 
The ranking authority on this is the ex cellent 
University of Michigan Research Center. For near­ 
ly a year its constant nationwide surveys regard­ 
ing how people feel ab out b uy ing homes, cars, ap­ 
pliances and other goods have shown an uninter- 
upted decline in consumer sentiment. 
In Feb ruary, however, this important finding 
turned upward. It showed people more optimistic 
ab out purchases — more ready to b uy — and more 
confident that they should. 
The change is greater among upper-income 
b racket consumers than of middle and lower in­ 
come. b ut history shows that in such changes 
(either way) these lead the way. 
If the reversal b roadens, the recession will re­ 
ceive a cushion so important that it can have a 
strong effect on the length of the recession. 
“ Wars,” said Napoleon, "are won b y the im­ 
ponderab les." The consumer-sentiment imponder­ 
ab le will strengthen or recede as the result of many 
things — b ut its significance is undeniab le. And 
this index , at least, has turned upward at a time 
when b usiness is scared enough to b e cautious 
b ut b rave enough to control its fears.

fendant at the time of the crime 
The 
prosecution 
offers 
similar 
testim ony 
to

defense 
claim s and estab lish the defend­ 
ant’s sanity. 


It b ecomes the duty of the jury 
—or the judge if the defendant 
waiv es his right to jury trial— 
to 
decide 
from 
the 
ev idence 
w hether the defendant was in 
sane at the time the crim e was 
committed, or not. 


If the v erdict is not guilty b y 
reason of insanity, the defendant 
goes free unless the judge or 
jury decide he is in need of men 
tal treatm ent. If so, he is con 
fined to a mental institution from 
which he may b e released only 
at such time as he may prov e in 
court that he no longer requires 
treatm ent. 


The plea of insanity is not an 
easy defense since history shows 
that neither judges nor juries are 
easily swayed b y arguments of 
insanity.
